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PREFATORY    NOTE. 


'ITHIN  the  knowledge  of  the  Editor  there  are 
but  two  tra6ts  earlier  than  this,  concerning 
what  was  called  '*  Virginia"  in  1609.  The 
one  is  Waymonth's  voyage  to  North  Virginia, 
in  which  he  does  not  appear  to  have  been  on  what  is  now 
the  Virginia  coaft  at  all.  This  was  publifhed  in  1605. 
The  other  is  a  "  Relation  of  what  hapned  in  Virginia  fince 
the  firft  planting  of  that  Collony  : "  this  was  written  by 
Capt.  John  Smith,  in  the  form  of  a  letter  to  a  friend  in 
England,  and  publifhed  in  1608  ;  and  this,  fo  far  as  we 
know,  is  the  earliefi  account  publifhed  of  what  is  now  called 
Virginia.  The  landing  was  made  on  the  fhores  of  James 
River,  within  the  Bay  of  Chefapeake,  about  two  years 
before  this  *'  Relation"  was  printed. 

The  tra(5l  here  reprinted  relates  chiefly  to  Virginia  pro- 
per, and  is  the  produ6lion  of  one  of  the  fubfcribers  to  the 
company  of  "  Adventurers,"  as  they  are  called,  in  the  pro- 
ject of  planting  colonies  in  America.  The  dedication  to 
Sir  Thomas  Smith,  one  of  the   council  for  Virginia  and

treafurer  of  the  Company,  is  fubfcribed  with  the  initials 
R.  I.  Thefe,  as  we  are  inclined  to  think,  are  the  initials 
of  Robert  Johnfon,  who,  at  the  time,  was  an  alderman  of 
London,  a  man  of  wealth,  and  one  of  the  largeft  individual 
fubfcribers  in  the  adventure.  There  are  but  two  other 
fubfcribers  to  whofe  names  the  initials  can  apply,  and  the 
dedication  fhows  that  the  writer  was  a  fubfcriber.  Thefe 
two  are  Sir  Robert  Johnfon  and  Richard  Ironfide,  both  of 
whom  had  much  lefs  pecuniary  intereft  in  the  fuccefs  of  the 
colony  than  *'  Mafler  Robert  Johnfon,  Alderman,"  as  he  is 
ftyled  in  the  Company's  books.

Note  to  fecond page  of  Jheet  with  Jignature  D  3. 

There  is  here  a  rich  and  varied  enumeration  of  produdlions,  founded 
probably,  on  a  confideration  of  latitude  alone,  as  an  index  to  climate.  Sugar 
cane,  oranges,  lemons,  rice,  and  cotton,  may  all  be  produced  in  our  coun- 
try ;  but  they  grow  South  of  the  region  on  the  James's  River,  of  which  our 
author  is  fpeaking,  with  the  fingle  exception  of  rice.  It  is  worthy  of  note 
that  "  cotton  woole,"  fo  important  a  produfl  in  our  day,  fhould  have  been 
mentioned  as  a  probable  fource  of  agricultural  profit  in  1609,  a  great  many 
years  before  its  cultivation  was  introduced.  In  the  copy  from  which  the 
tradl  is  printed,  fome  early  commentator,  lefs  fanguine  than  our  author,  has 
written  oppofitc  to  this  paragraph, —  Spes  multos  fallit  animos.—^D,
